Language  Classes 


In  a  generation  that  is  plagued  by  misunder¬ 
standings  blamed  on  the  “lack  of  communication”, 
it  is  extremely  important  that  countries  do  every¬ 
thing  possible  to  bridge  the  communication  gap 
between  them.  Manchester  High  School  is  doing 
its  small  part  by  offering  two  foreign  language 
courses — French  and  Spanish.  Starting  with  the 
basic  structures  of  the  languages,  both  French 
and  Spanish  classes  expand  and  develop  the 
uses  of  each  tongue  into  a  wider  fluency.  Lan¬ 
guage  laboratories  are  used  to  aid  the  teaching 
process.

Learning  to  speak  with  ease  before  a  group  of 
people  is  the  purpose  of  speech  class.  As  a  class  re¬ 
quirement,  speech  students  must  attend  a  speech 
meet.  Drama  class  works  with  facial  expression  and 
vocal  projection  in  plays.
